Trade-with them.’ ° E pesow had not liberty granted himto goon thoar, 
only much difcourfe(and probably a contrivement for his efcape) was be- 
tween him and the other Indians inthe veflel, which no body but them- 
felves could underftand... The Indians returned at the time appointed 
with twenty Cadoos, “but were thy of coming aboard.“ Epexew c aningly 
called tothémas ififhe would have them come into the veffel, to trade,

There is an old Planter yet living inthis countrey, being one of 
thofe that were employed by Mr. se/fex, who alfo hath: given fome 
account of thefe matters. | 

He doth relate, and affirm, thatathisfir® coming into this coun- 
trey, the Englifh were ina very diftrefled condition, by reafon of fa- 
mine, and ficknefs which was amongft them,whereof many were alrea- 
dy dead; andthat they buried them in the night, that the Indians 
might not perceive how low they were, brought. 

This Relator doth moreover declare, thatanIndian Panies, who, fe-- 
cretly purpofed bloody deftruGion again& the Englifh, and made it his 
defign to learn the Englifhtongue, tothe end he might more readily 
accomplith his hellifh devices, told him, that therehad beena French 
veflel caft away uponthefe coafts, only they faved their lives and their 
goods, and thatthe Indians took their goods from them, and made 
the Freschmen their fervants, and that they wept very much, when 
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lodians parted them fron “orle'another; that they madethem*eat fic 
meat asthey gave theit dogs. Oftlyone ofthei having*a good Mas! 
fter, he provided a Wife'tor him, by whom hehad ‘a Son, and lived’ - 
longer then the reftiofithe Frenchmen did; ‘aad that one’ of them’ was! 
wont to reack muchina Book (one Fy it wae ‘the New Teffanient) , 
and thatthe Indians? enquiting of! hit’ wh athis Book faid) het old? 
them it did intimate, that thée was a "people like Frenchmen that! 
would: come intothe Country, ‘and drive out the Indians,and that they 
wetenow.affaid that the Englifh’ were the people of whofe comingthe 
-Freuch thaithad foretold them©! And that another (hip trom Fraxce’ 
came into the A affacbofets Bay wath’ Goods to Tincky atidithat Indian 
Panies propourdedts the Sachim; that if he would’ hearkety to him, 
they .ould obtainall the French mens’ Goods for nothing, namely, by’. 
coming a niultitude'of them aboard the veffel, with great ftore of Bea-- 
ver; making ‘asif they would Truck, 6 that they fhould come without | 
Bows and'arfows, only {hould have *khives hid'in the fappets which the: 
Indians cweat about eheir loins, and whet he fhould’ sive the® watch-’ 
word; they fhould run their knives into the French mens belles, which’ 
was iaccordinsly'exéctited by the Indians, “and all che French men Kil-’ 
led; only Mounfier) Finch the Matter ofthe veflel being wounded, ran 
down into the Hold; whereupdifthey- promifed hint ‘thatif he would 
comeup, they would not kill him} netwithtt anding which, they brake. 
their wordy and murdered him alfos-and at laft fet the fhip-on Fire. 
Some enquiring of him hew long it was fince the Indians fir -faw a’ 
fhip, he replyed that he could not tel, but fome old Indians reported,’ 
thatthe firt thip feemeéd to them to bea Floating Ifland, wrapped to; 
gether with the roots of trees, and broken off ftom the Land, which: 
with their Canoos they went to fee, but when they found men there and” 
heard guns;they hafted to thé fhore again not’a little amazed. (Some: 
write that they fhot arrows at the firt {hip they faw thinking to ‘kill

| Finally there were (as this. Relator ‘teftiieth) three feveral’skirmithes 
with the Indians.

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were notably beaten, and the Englifh received no confiderable damage, |

Thefe dark clouds being thus comfortably difpelled,and blown o- 
ver, the fr/f Plenters inthis Country received no conftderable difturs 
bance from the Indians a long tima. It istrue, that foon uponthefe 
motions, (viz in Auguft, Anno «623.)-a Gentleman arrived here 
out of England (namely Capt. Robert Gorges) being attendéd with ma- 
ny fervants, as purpofing the fettlement ofan Englith plantation in this 
Bay of A4a{faebujers,and although that plantation was quickly defer: 
tedand diffolved, other things, and not any anoyance fromthe Natives 
here aufed thofe defigns to prove abortive. | 

Thelikeis tobe affirmed concernitig’ Mr. wef afons plantation. 
For whereas he with feveral othets, being’ perfons of quality, did (in 
the year 1625) witha multitude of fervants come into this AZaffachu-_ 
fits Bay, asintending to fettlea plantation therein, they met with fuch 
crofs providences as did difeourage them, and at laft diffipate them,yet 
nothing from the Indians. - HOG 

[have been informed, that this Gentleman confidering the unhappy 
Cutaftrophe’s attending Mr. wefton and Mr. Gorges, their plantings at 
Wefegufguafer, conceited that the Indian Powaws had broughtthat 
place under fome fafcination, and that Englifhmen would never thrive. 
upon Enchanted ground, and therefore they would pitch down their. 
ftakesin aplace nearer to Bo/ton; even where the town of Brantree hath. 
finceflourifhed; but the difficultyes of a Wildernefs were too hard for 
them,that Mr. wollafton removed a great part of his fervants to Virge- 
nia, not having (fofar as kcan underftand) received any moleftation 
from the Indians here. 

In Anno 1628.Mr. Endecot (who deferves to be honourably menti- 
oned, as having been a Patriot in New-E ngland) arrived here witha. 
Parent for the Government of the AZaffachn{ets-He and others with him 
fat down ata place called Nabumkeik (asin a Parenthefis let me here 
obferve, that that Indian word isalfo Hebrew, ="? V abym figrsticth | 
_ Confolation,& PM keik is hebrew for a Boofomes or haven, and itfo fals 
out, that the Enelith have hapned to call that place by another name 
which is alfo Hebrew, viz. Salem) There didthey enjoy Peart. How 
beit thereare ‘Antient Planters, who teftifie that the Indians being p:{- 
felled with fome fears left the Englifh fhould intime take their Coun- 
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trey from them, were confpiting to deftroy them. And the fmal- 
handfull of Chriftians then in Salem, were alarmd with the. report of. 
no lefsthena thoufand Barbarous Natives, coming to cut them offjand 
that upon a Lords day, whereupon they difcharged feveral great guns. 
- the {mall thot wherein made fuch a terrible ratling amongft the trees a" 
far off, that the amazed Indians returned not 4 little aflrighted. And 
it was a wonderfull providence of God, now to reftrain the Heathen, . 
fice it fohapned that about this time there were fome Tumultsa- 
~ bout the Englith themfelves. For whereas Mar. wollafron and his Part-: 
ners left fome oftheirfervantshere, and gave: order that a man whofe 
name was Filcher, fhould command and overfeethem, There wasan- 
other whofename was Thomas Adorton, he would needs take upomhi: 
to be Lord of Mif-rale, and having gained much bytrading with the 
Indians, this Aforton and his drunken Companions quickly wafte¢ all in: 
riotousliving. | | 
This was the man that taught the Indians in thefe parts the ufe of Guns, 
how they fhould charge and difchargethem, and imployed them in 
Hunting forhim: And when they were inftruéted in the ufe of thete 
snftruments of death, they would purchafe them at any rates,whereby 
the fafety ofthe Englifh was nota little hazzarded. | 
Inconclufion, the Englithat Plymouth and Salem, agreed to: feyze 
upon this Afo7tom, which wasdone Vi & armis, and he was fent over: 
to England,there to receive fuch punifhment as bythe honourable 
Council for New-England fhonld be thought meet. 
| Allthefetumults notwithftanding, the over-ruling providence of Ged 
kept theIndians quiet. ; 
“Iris tobe wondred at, that the Church in Plymouth fhould be pre- 
ferved when other Englifh Plantations could not fubfift inthis Coun- 
trey, but either the Indians, or the Lords own hand breught them to 
a fudden end fromtime to time... But God who faw that they defigned 
fomething better then,the world, intheir planting here, brought it to 
pafs by fuchwayes as thele, . 

1. Afaffafoit (as was hinted before) was perfwaded by Sqvantums 
information, that if the Englifh fhould behis friends, he need not fear 
any enemies in the World, {o did he becomea wall to the Englith at 
Plymouth againft other Indians. The Earth helped the woman that. 
was fled into the Wildernefs, whom the Dragon : would haye {wallow- 
ed up.

And two yeares after that, Mr. fobs Olabam was maffacred by the 
Indians of A¢uniffes, now called Block: Jflana, which things made way 
for the Pequot war, whereby the whole Englith Intereft(yea the Intereft — 
of Chrift, who had ere that taken poffeffion of this land, and -gloriou fly 
begen to erect his own kingdome here) was threatned and endangered. 
Great pitty it is, that although it be now fourty years fince thofe mo-. 
tions, and albeit the works which God then wrought for his people were 
admirable, yetthatno Compleat Afemorial thereof; hath been publi- 
fhed to this day. It isthemhigh time, that fomething more fhould be 
donecherein, that fo both we and our Children after us, may fee what 
great things, the Lord God of our fathershath done for them, and for 
us.

And there is a Gentleman in this counttey (namely Mrwofobs, Allyty 
who is Secrerarytothe Gouncil.at. Hartford, and one of :the. worthy 
‘Magiftrates ofthat Colony) who hath been Induftrious in gathering up 
the truth of things, about thofe troubles, being under peculiar advan- 
tages thereunto, by informations from him, who was principally inftru- 
‘mentalin fighting the Lordsbattels at that time againft the Heathen.

“ Notwithfanding thefe reafons, the Councill of Warr, all of them 
© exceptthe Captain, were at a ftand, and could not judg it meet to 
* failto Narraganfer. Capt. AZalorin this difficult cafe, went to the 
“Reverend Mr. Samuel Stone , late Teacher to the’ Church of Chrift 
‘at Hartford,who wasfent as Preacher to the Army, and defired him 
‘that he would that night commend their cafe and difficultyes betore 
© the Lord; and feek direction ofhim in the matter, how and in what 
© manner they fhould’demean themfelves.’ ~ ‘He retired Si from 
“them aboard the Pink the remaining part of that day, andthe set 
‘ing night was not wanting in fpreading the cafe beforethe Lord, and 
‘feeking bis dire€tion, in the morning he came on fhore to the Cap- 
‘ tains chamber, and téld/him he had done as he defired him, ‘(and 
‘though formerly he had beth againft failing to Narraganfer and land- 
‘ing there, yet now he was fully fatisfied to attend it. 

‘The Gounctl being'again called; and the matter debated, & rea.- 
‘fons confidered, they agreed all with oneaccord to failto Narragan- 
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‘ fet, which the next morning they put in execution, which proved very 
*fucceffull, as the fequel may evidently demonftrate. What fhall I 
‘fay ? God led his people through manifold Difficultyes and Turnings, 
‘yet’ by more then an ordinary hand of Providence, He led them ina 
Svight: Ways fs : 

~* On Friday morning, they in purfuance oftheir defign fet fail for 
* Narraganfet Bay, andomSaturday toward evening they arrived at 
‘ their defired Port, where they kept the Sabbath. 

‘On Munday the wind blew fo hard at Norweft that they coula not’ 
“so onfhoar,asalfoion Tuesday till itwas near Sunfet, but the wind 
* abating, they and their defign being commended to God by Mr. Stone, 
* Capt. AZa/fon and his Company landed, and marched up to the place 
¢ ofthe chief Sachims refidence, and told him, that they had not an op- 
© portunity before, to acquainthim with their coming armed into his 
“countrey,yet they hoped it would be wel accepted by him, there being 
“amity betweenusand them, and alfo that the Pequots and they were 
¢ enemies, and that he could not be unacquainted with thofe intolerable 
‘wrongs and injuries, thofe Pequors hadlately done unto the Englith, 
‘and that they were now come (God affifting)to avenge ourfelves upon 
‘them, and that they did only defire free paflage through his countrey. 

‘ The Sachimyeturned this Anfwer, that he did accept ol'their com: 
‘ing and did alfoapprove of their defigne, only he thought our 


* numbers were too weak to deal with the enemy, who were(as he faid) . 


‘very great Captains, and nen skilful in war, thus hefpake fomewhat 
flishtingly of our men. | 

©On Wednefcay: morning they marched from thence, toa place 
€calbed Niantick, it beingabout eighteen, or twenty miles, diftant, 
“where another of thofe Varraganfet Sachims lived ina Fort, it being 
“a frontier to the Pequots. They carried it very proudly to our men, 
“ not permitting any. of them to come into their fort. 

- €Capt.AZafon beholding their carriage, andknowing the’ falfhood 
‘of the Indians, fearing left they might difcover them to the enemy, ef- 
¢ pecially the indianshaving many times fome of their neer relations a- 
‘mongft their greateft Foes, faw caufe to fet a guard about their fort 
‘that no Indian might pafsin or out, and charged the Indians not to

Moreover, it is 2 
therein added,.that as the. Englifh marched towards their vedlcls in aS 
the River, ftill asthey came near any {wamp, they fent in a volley iD 
of fhot,le& the enemy fhould haply be inambuth in thole dark places [pe 
ofthe earth, andfome Indians have relatedthat the Englifh did by that Ho. 
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‘means kill more men of war in their marching away, then in the hight at 
the Fort, whereby alfo Sa/facus his plot to cut off the Englifh as they 

paffed by fwamp-ambufhments was utterly and happily fruftrated. 
‘Yr is further faid that an Indian called wequoh did bree theEnglith to 
theFort at AZifick which weguofh was by birth aSachim ofthat place bit 
upon fome difguft received hewent from the Pequots to the Narra- 
. ganfets, and became a chief Captain under Aiantonime; and that there 
were with thofe eighty Englith Souldiers, who engaged in this cxpedi- 
tion againit the Pequots, at firft four hundred Indians, whereof three 
hundred were Narraganfers. The day before the fight there was 
fome agitation which Fort. fhould be firft affaulted, whether that of. 
Miftick, or another eight miles further, where Saffacus himfel f refided. 
The Englifh were an endto be upon Saffacw:, but the Indians were a- 
fraid faying, that Saffzcs was all one God, and no body could kill him, 
this made the Englith yet more defirous to try what power was in. this 
imaginary Deity, and that was the conclufion, whereupon many of the 
N arraganfets withdrevv,and returned all home,reporting that the En- 
glifh yvere cut off by the Indians, the fame of which vvas quickly at

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~ Botton; to the great affliction of the Englithuntil fuch time as the truth 
ofthings was certainly known. In this /sterimone of Capt. Underhils 
‘Souldiers fell lame, not being able to go fo far asthe place where Saffa- ~

Upon this notable vidtory Saffacns hisheart failed him, his men of 


war being many of them cut off, fo thathe fled his Country, breaking 


down his Forts, and burning his Wigwamshimfelf, he marched aw:y 


by land, with fome men, women and Children, their goods being fent 
away in Cannov‘s. The Englifh at Say-brook had notice of the Cannoos, 
and anadvantage to ftop their paflage, but Capt. Kilpatrick delayed 
until the opportunity was gone, fothat Saffacw with his routed train 


coming up to the Cannoos fix miles from S'ay-brook Fort, was tranfported © 
over the River, and. fled towards Quimpiack. Being now inraged he — 
follicited his men of War, that they might go, and fall upon the Englifh » 
at Connecticut, bat fome of them not confenting, that defign of his was - 


not put inexecution; he therefore fled tothe AZohawks, who (being as 
is {uppofed excited thereto by the revengfull Narraganfets) cut off his 
bead. : 


Many of the Pequorsbefore Saffacus his death returned to their. 
Country again; but fouldiers being fent fromthe Afaffachufets the re- 
turned Pequots were prefently diftreffed, ours ran facking their 


country, and fetling a garrifontherein, quickly came back to Sey- 
érook, with one of the Pequot Sachims, and other Indian Captives. Af- 
ter which a fupply of men from Connecticut coming tu the Ataffacks- 
fet Soutdicrs, they failed weftward in purfuit af the Peguots who were 


fledthat way, failing along to. the weftward of AZenonoWattuck, the — 
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wind not anfwering their defires, they caft Anchory. where two Sachewss 


from Leng-I/land came to them, defiring peace and promifing to. deli- 
yer up whatever Pequots fhould fly to them for fhelter, fome f{cattering 

>eguo!.s were then taken and flain, as alfo the Pequot Sachem, before ex- 
preffed,had his head cut off,whence that place did bear the name of Sa- 
chems head. Being come near to Puinipiack obferving a {moak, it was 


‘conjeétured that the Enemy might be thereabouts, whereupon Indians 


‘were fet onfhore to hunt after them, but they could find no more then 


‘two, one of which was the Sachems fon of that place, fuppofed to be 
‘Confederate with the Pequots. They promifed to conduct the cag- 


‘ith to the Enemy, but failed in performance. a that they tooka- 
nother Indian Captive, who likewife engaged to lead the Englifh upon 


the Pequots, but he direéted them into a quite contrary way, for 


which his life was, defervedly taken from him. But an Indian called 
“Luz, who was before taken Captive by our Souldiers in the Pequot 


Country, withtwo other Indians that were his kinfmen, promifed ifthe 
Englifh would give him, and his kinfmen their lives, fle would condué: 


~ themto the Enemies they fought after. He did fo, the Pequots with. 
~ other Indians belonging to thofe parts, were found near a Swamp, inte 


which they did betake themfelves for fafety, upon the approach of the 


 EnglifhSouldiers. After a while,an Indian came out of the Swamp un- 


armed, witha prefent of “ampam, The Englith declared to him that 
they came not to take away the lives of the Indians nor their goods, if 


they would deliver up the murtherers that were amongft them. After 


which ninety nine came forth with their Sachim, who offered as a pte- 
fent all the Eftate hehadto difpofe of, and that was nothing but the 
Coaton hisback, being a Bears Skin. He was fentinto the Swamp 
again to fignify tothe Pequots there lurking, that if they would bring 


forth the murderers it fhould be better for them, which they would not 





“do, but at lait profeffed they had lived together, and they. would dy 
together _ : ! ) 
There were about feventy or eighty Indians in the Swamp, amongft 

whom _ there were twelve murderers.

So then the Englifh befett the 
dfhot inupon them, and the Indians at them, fome of 


which were furnifhed with Guns. One in fpecial that was climbing up 
a Treeto fhoot at the Englith, was efpyed by a Souldier, who fent a 
Bullet into him before the other could make his fhot. In the night 
‘time the Indians brake away. Diligent fearch was the next day made 
in the Swamp for dead Indians, Not many, (as fome have made Nar- 

ration ) but feven,andno more couldbe found, As for the epee 
| | ual 
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Guatd was appointed to look after them, they Were charged tpon pe- 


rif of their lives not to attempt running away; yet one of. them betook. — 


himfelf to his heels, but a Souldier fhot after him, and killed him, which 
firuck a Terror into the reft of the Captives, that no man durft make an. 
offer to efcape. Thefe things dol find related by Amonymus, There is 
not much more additional to what is expreffed in Mr. Allyns Narrative, 
fome of thefe particulars infifted on confirming the truth ofthat. Onl 
onething more is conteifed. therein which [have not elfewhere met 
wit!.,. which.therefore it may not be.amifs here to take notice of. It is 
this, _ Whereas on April 23.1637. The Indians coming upon the: 
Englith at wethcrsfield kilted nine perfons, and teok two. young wo- 
imen alive, and carried them away Captives, means were ufed to effect 
their deliverance, but at firft,in vain. . cs a. Wtktade he ces 
Ou May 8. A Dutch Sloop came by Saybrook Fort, having on Board 
anIndian Captive, who faid fhe was- Afomonottocks Squaw. The Eng- 
lifh there defired the Dutch-mento let them have the Squaw in order 
to redeeming the Englifh Captives, offering to give themto the value 
of two hundred pound, provided that thofe Captives might be fet at li- 
berty. The Dutchmen hoping to gain much by fuch an Indian were 
fome-of them loth to part with her. In Conclufion Capt. Uaderhil 
( whothen commanded the Fort ) having obteined the Confent of the 
Mafter of the Veflel, did: G arm take the Squaw out ofthe Sloop. 


Afterwardswhenthe A¢obeags came to. Saybrook that Squaw appeared. © 


to be one belonging to them, whom the Peqsors had Captivated, and 
fhe made the Dutch believe fhe was Afemonottocks Squaw, hoping that 

















thereby fhe fhould obteinthe more courteous ufage amongft thofe'into 


whofe bands fhe was fallen, fo that the conteft between the Englifh and 
Dutch about her was needlefs.. In the /uter?m the Dutch Governour 
fent another Sloop, with order to redeem the Englifh. Captives if poffi- 
ble, and thofe Dutch did in Conclufion wilily accomplifh their defign: 
For being arrived in the Peguor- Country, certain Indians coming aboard. 
to trade with them after they had been trafficking they were-clapt un- 
der Hatches, and. told they fhould not be fet at.liberty, except they 
‘would deliver the Englifh maids that were Captivated, and prefently 
hoyfted Sayle, as if they wouldbegone. The Pegacts on fhore called 
tothem, declaring that ifthey would cometo an Anchor, the Englifh 
Captives fhould be brought to themm,which was done,and the men whom 
the Dutchmen had fecured in their Sloop given. in Exchange forthe 
Englifh.Captives, who were alfo. brought {ate to Saybrook, May, 16.

as did almoft prevail. For they told the Narraganfets that ifthey 
joyned with the Englifh, they did but make way for their own Ruine, 


finceafter the Prquors were'conquered, they would find an occafion to: 


fall vpon the Narraganfets, and that they fhould not need to come to 
open battel with the Englifh, only fire their Houfes, and. kill their Cat- 
tel, and lye in ambuth to fhoot them as they went about their occafions, 
fo would they quickly be forced to leave this Country, and the Indians” 
inthemean while not expofed to any great hazard. Had the’Warra- — 
ganfe.s been overcome by thefe Arguments, it would have oecafioned — 
far greater Trouble and hazard to all the Englifh Colonyes, newly fet- — 
led inthisLand, But therefore God in mercy to his people prevented 
it. Commiffioners were then fent from Bofton into the Narraganfett 
Country, to endeavour that thofe Indians might be kept from Comply-" 
ancewiththe enemy. There is one who havinga little enquired into” 
thefe things, doth Relate that the old K anonieus did diffwade thePe- 
quots from war, advifing rather to deliver up the murderers. They 
made believe as if they would dofo, and when a Band of Souldiers vas 
fent into the Pequot Country for that end, they bid them ftay awhile, 
and the reurderers fhould be brought to them, and certain Indians 
converfing with our Souldiers, did very much obferve the Armor which. 
was upon them, and would point wherethey fhould hit them with their _ 
Arrows, notwithfanding. In fine, when a great Body of Indians ap-- 
peared on anHill not far off, thofe that were with the Souldiers went 
Over to them, when they all came tegether, they gave a fcornful fhout; 
and fo ranall away, making their boaft to ethers, bow they had deluded 
theEnglith; So that Canonicashis advileto the Pequors took no efiedt. 
After which the Narraganfets were not only prevailed with to decline 
joyning with the enemy, but (as 1s intimated in the above written 
Narrative) they pretended they would fight for the Englifh;, albeit 
when itcame to in good earneft, they proved themfelves Cowards,do- 
ing little againft the enemies, except by unmanly infultations when 
they faw them in mifery: For whereas it was cuftomary with 
the Peguots, when they had overcome their enemies infultingly to tri- 
umph, faying, O brave Pequots! The N arraganfers fecing them

_ With complaints in behalf of the whole Town, alleadging that their 
| Reighbour Indians did kill their Cattel, abufe their fervants when they

About four years after this(¢ix. id Anno 1 653.) there were. creat 
| Troubles, and Commotions raifedin the Spirits of men with reference to 
the Indians, it being gengrally believed'that there was an horrid Confpi- 
racy amongft the Indians throughout this Land to cut ‘off all the Eng- 
lith, and that they were animated thereto by the Dutch, therebeing at 
that time war between England and Holland. An Indian Squaw was 
tent: by other Indians (that profeffed fove:and friend hip )° to one in. 
Wetherifield on Conn icut, informing that there» was a* Confederacy 
betweenthe Dutch and indians, to deftroy the Englifh Colonyes, and 
| that the day of Eledion of Magiftrates in the feveral Jurisdiadions was 
intended for executions becaufe. then the Towns would be left naked 
and lefs able to defend themfelves:: This Squaw moreover defired the 
| Englifhto remeinder,ho v deartheirflighting of her-former informati- 
| onofthe Peguots cominghad coftthem, Hid 
| Alfo, Unca‘add refed himfelFrothe Governourof Conneticut Co- 
| lonydeclaring that Wizmicrer had that winter bees at AZanbator, and 
| thathehad given the Dately Governour a great ‘prefent of Wampamy 
and received from him twenty Gunns;. with powder ‘and fhot-aniwer- 
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able; and that during his ftayin thefe parts. he went over Hudfoas. 
River, gathered as many Sachims together as he could, made ample 
Declaration againft the Englith, defiring their‘aid and affsftance againft 


them. 


Yea moreover, therewere no lefs then nineIndian Sagamoresy who 


lived near Afanbatos, did voluntarily without any notice or reward 


fromthe Eng'ith, fend their Meffengers to Stamford, declaring and af 


firming (even after they were urged by the Englifh to teftifie nothing 

‘but tk2 truth) that the Dutch had follicited them by promifing them 
Gunns, Swords, Powder, Wampam, Waft-coats and Coats to cut off 
the Englith. The Meffengersadded that they would not lye, & were 
asthe mouth of thenine Sagamores, who All fpeak they no lye, they 
would affirm it tothe Dutch Governours face, and if the Dutch were 
angry, and fhould fight with them, Wo force Gc. Thenext day, one 
of thofe Sagamores, with the Son and Brother of another of them came 
themfelvesto Stamford, and confirmed what their Meffengers in their 
names had before reported. 

This Spring alfo, the Indians inthe Northern & E aftern parts gene- 
sally grew infolent, and their cariage very fufpitious, and they gave 
out threatning words, fo that many Alarms were made, the peace of the 
Englifh through the whole Country difturbed, they wearied with ex- 
traordinary Watchings and Wafdings, hindred in their Plowing, Sow- 
ing, preparations for Planting and other Occafions, to their exceeding 
ercat Damage, Thefethings caufed many {ad thoughts of hearts, and 
iome warlike Preparations; but whenthe Partyes accufed were enqui- 


red ofabout thefe matters they would ownnothing, as for Nimgret he. 
pretended that his wintering amongf the Dutch was on the account of. 


his health, and not at all out of defignagainft the Englifh. The reft of 
the Narraganfet Sachims made themfelves very ignorant ofany Plot 
the Dutch Governour likewife profeffed great abhorrency of fo vile a 
thing as that would be, to hire barbarous Indians to saurder Chriftians; 
withall adding, that ifthe Colonies fellupon him on that account, the 
righteous Judge would be his Defence, and that, 
wae Hic mursus abencus efto 
Nil confcire fibi nulla pallefcere culpa | 

‘Alfo glad tidings of peace between the Nations at home arrived here 
fo did thefe troubles vanifh. 

Albeit not many years after thefe things, the Indians in thofe parts 
made an horrible laughter, not of Englifh-mea but of Dutch-men,who 
were treacheroufly maflacred bythem, bit 23 ‘

inthe latter ena Ortmis year ie Was, that the AZoneauker or Long: ~ Nee 
Ifland Indians who were friends and Tributaryes te the Englifh, com- 
plained that Nénsigret and the Wranricks had affaulted them, killing 
and taking Captive diverfe ofthem. They were fo far hearkned un- 
to, as that the Commiffioners of the united Colonies did’ apprehend 
themfelves called of Godto wage Warr againft Ninigret, and fuch 
Indians as fhould adhere to himin his bloudy proceedings, and accor- 
 dingly did by vote conclude and determine the fame, and that two 
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‘refufing to pay tribute for thofe Pequots that were by the Englifh for- 
-merly placed under him, and thatthe lenity ofthe Colonies was ab- 
ufedto heighten his pride and infolency; upon thefe Confiderations it 
was agreed by the Commiffioners that there fhould be two hundred and 
 feyenty Foot Souldiers, and forty Horfe, raifed out of the feveral Colo- 
fonyes, inorder to reducing Nixnigret to fubjection and better obedi- 
‘ence. Accordingly Forces were forthwith levied, and a fimall Army 
rent forth under the Chriftian and couragious Major illard as Cot 
mander in chief. 
Uponthe approach of the Englifh Army, Ninaigret fled from the place 
of his ufualRefidence, and got into a Swamp, where it was not eafie 
to purfue him. Moft ofthe Pequors under his Jurisdiction then defer- 
ted him, and came tothe Englifh. Meffengers were fent to demand 
a Treaty with him, but hewas afraid to appear. 
In fine, two Gentlemen, viz. Capt. Daves and Capt. Siey went to him 
requiring the delivery of the reft ofthe Pequots; to whom he replyed 
that they were gone on hunting, but in gaged that within feven dayes 
they fhould be deliveredto Mr. winthrop. He was moreover charged 
to forbear all adtsof Hoftility againft the Long-Iflanders, orany other 
 ™Indians that were in amity vith the Englifh, and plainly told , that 
ifhe did not bearken to the advice and charge laid upon him, he muft 
expeét that ere long his head would be fet upon an Englifh pole. — 

So did the Meflengersreturnand the Armyalfo. Thefe things hap- 
ned in O&tober Anno 1654+ 

After the Englith forces were withdrawn, Winnigret did according

The Nianticks, 
DM aunt aukets, Aohegins, Norwootucks, all engaged in cfuel and bloody ~ 
quarrels. Andthe peace of thefe Colonyes was nota little difturbed 

and endangered thereby, inafmuch as theIndians would purfue onea-.

fes, and therekill one another. Some Englifh at werhasfield, and 
fome inhabiting in the AZoheag Country were by-means hereof put in-. 
tofad frights.. In fpecial, in Anno 1658, fundry English in divers pla - 
ces were disquieted by the infolence and outrage of the. Pacumpzick In-, 
cians. _But when the Sachims were called to anaccount about it, they 
pretended that they were ignorant of what disorders, were committed

over... Not very long before this, at Sovth-Hampton in Long ifland. 
fome houfes had been» burned by a: wicked Indian ( and a Negro wo- . 


man) who it {cems after he had donethis wickednefs, defperately. 
killed himfelf, to prevent juft execution. Itwas at firft thoughtthat 
more of the Indians there had had an hand in that burning, whence 
they were condemned to. pay feven hundred pound in feven years, but 
afterwards that penalty was taken off, fince it was judged unteafona-. 
ble that thofe Indians who were not proved to actin, or confent to the. 
mifchief that wasdone, fhould be made to fuffer as guilty. ‘<4 

In Anno.1662, P/ymouth Colony was. in fome danger of being invol - 
ved in Trouble by the. wampanoag Indians. After A4affafort was dead,his 
twofons,called wam/utta, & Metacomet; came tothe court.at Plymouth 
pretending high refpe& forthe Englifh, and therefore defired Englifh. 
names might be impofed on them, whereuponthe Court there named 
w amlutta (the elder.brother) Alexander, and Aeracomet. (the younger 
brother) Philipsthis Alexander (Pbilipsitamediate predeceffor)was.not {a 
faithful and friendly tothe. Enghfhas bis Fatherhad been. For.fome 
of Bafton shaving beenoccaftonally at Narracanfer;wrote to Mr. Prince, 
who was then. Governour of Plymouth, that Alexander was contri- 
ving mifchiel againft the Englifh, and that he-had_follicited the War-. 
Wagang anfets toingage with him.in his deligned, rebellion. Hereupony. 
Capt. wallet. who lived near to Adouat-Hope, the place where: 4/ex- 
ander did reltde ) was appointed.to {peak with him; and to.defire him

the NV. arragan(ets, v ho Che ‘faid ) were his ‘enemies, had putan abufe

The AZajor fent a man before, to entreat that as many of the Magi- 
ftrates of that Colony as could, would meet at Durbar), wherefore ha- 
ving there had fome treaty with Alexander not willing to commit him to 
prifon, they entreated Major winjlow to receive him to his houfe, until 
the Governour (who then lived at Ea/fham) could come up. Accor- 
dingl” he andhis Train were courteoufly entertained by the Major. 
And albeit notfo muck asan angry word paffed between them whilft 
at Mdarfofield, yet proud A’evander .vexing and fretting in his {pirit, 
chat fuch a check was givenhim, he fudeenly fell fick of a fever. He 
was then nurfed asa choice friend. Mr. Faller (the Phyfitian) coming 
provicentially thither at thattime, the Sachim and his men earneftly

Alexander being dead, his Brother Philip (oflate curfed memory)

their lives given them fora prey. Afterthat, the weftern plantati- 
ons, North Hampton, Haaly, Hat ficld &c. were in the  eminenteft 
canger, by reafon of the enemy taking up their Rendezvouze ir 
thofe parts, but God preferved and.delivered them, in anfwer un- 
to prayer. That memorable providence cught not to be forgotten; 
how that in the beginning of March, 1¢€76. Our Army miffed their 
w.y (defigning to furprizethe Indians about wackufe Hills) and 
were providentially led to North Hampton; Alfo Major Treat with 


fouldiers under his Command, did then take up his Quarters in that 


town, coming thither a day feoner then was intended, The nextday 
a great body of Indians brake in upon the town,and in probability 
had laid it waft, hadtherenotbeen fuch a fupply of fouldiers as 
hath been mentioned, which the good providence of God brought 
thither, in anfwer to the prayers ofhis people. Moreover, the 


whole Colony of P/ymoxzth wasin moftapparent danger of being © 


overrun and overwhelmed with the enemy; efpecially in the fpring 
ofthe year 1676. when (as we have been informed) the Indians 
were defigning,: with fifteen hundred men to fall upon all the fcat- 
tered towns throughout that Jurisdiétion. But God gave men, yea 
a great Sachim, for the life of his dear people inthat Colony. We 
have heard that Quanonchets furprizal and death, ftruck an amaze- 
ment into the heathen, and diverted their purpofed mifchief. May 
8. 1676. when Bridgwater was affaulted. and indanger of being 
laid waft, God fent thunder and rain from heaven, which caufed 
the Indians toturn back. And when they attempted to make Tamr- 
ton adefolation, July rr. how wonderfully didthe Lord favethat 
town ?. fo ordering by his providence, asthata captive Negro ef: 
caping from the Indians, informed oftheir purpofe to fallupon that 
place, whereupon the Inhabitants ftood upon their guard, and foul- 
diexs were timoufly fent ia to them for their relief and defence..
